Many ot these poor girls do not cur- 
rife the first year. Someof the stronger 
and mors fortunate 41) hut six or Baron, 
or even longer. Three years le tbetr 
aroragalife. So that at that rata every 
three years flfty thousand are swept away 
to the grave, and a new army of fifty 
thousand innocent oreatures baa to be 
bund to supply their placed. They are 
killed by the unnatural life by wbioh they 
Barn their livelihood, and strong drink— 
as'Jhey ara Beidommany hours from no- 
de* ita inflnanea; and by the dresArnl 
disease which poisons and-ren their poor 
flesh while they lira.

I was bom on tho 28th Marob ISilff, 
in the Village of CoolskoUy, Hiddormin- 
ster, England, iry panjutti, elthougb 
not Ohristiatrs, wore of atriciljr moral 
character, roomborc of tho church, and 
I believe, ua fi or aa they Tiad tiglit apart 
from Balvation, trainod mo in tho way 
tliat I should go. Onr home lib wan 
one ot happiness and lore, and I do not 
remember when I had no desire to ba 
good, and believe that I should have noon 
converted many yeara before I was if I 
b-dbad scmcono tote&cb memory plain- 
ly and defln ally. 

At tbc a~c cf twelve, I cailcd with my 
mother to Australia, to viait Bcme of my 
relations there, and it was while there 
and on hoard the vessel going apd re- 
turning that I, for the first lime, took 
part in the gaities of tho world, yet I 
cannut say thai I bail any groat daalra 
for these tbitigu. Tboy woro always at- 
tended wilh a rootloBSi disHatbniod foal- 
ing, mid when ended I havowopt inmy 
room for hours, wisbing that Tbad some- 
thing which ooubl always satisfy and 
give me lasting happiness. 

I attended the Church of England, 
and took a great interest in our Bible 
ilasscj and other hranoboH of work, and 
was just preparing mjBclf to be confirm- 
ed, when on the 8rd of October, 1881! the 
Army opened in 

Kidderminster, 

My faUier and I wero at the Drat moot- 
ing, ar,d, oh, hew I rejoiaod to bear the 
way of salvation pointed out so nlainly 
and clearly, and although unwflbng to 
pield that mornings yet I determined to 
be a Christian, and after aweek of misery, 
I reeolved to attend Hi* Sunday morning 
knee drill, ati it wft* there that my fet- 
tars ttcto snapped asunder. 

The first thing was to take my stand 
nt home, and here tba flght was hard, 
but the Lord gave tha victory, in bring- 
ing my father and mother to Himself. 

After this oame tho call to the work. 
Uy father and mother 

Reiosed their consent, 

and for a long time I was unwilling to go 
without it. To leave home never to be 
allowed to return or be acknowledged as 
a daughter, waa a prieo higbor than I 
was prepared to pay. After a;: ; long 
struggle, and feeling that 1 must nbmor 
DEGoma a backslider, _ I threw i mymf at 
His feet and gave Him my 

all. I counted the cost, I 

what it meant, bub if it waa necessary to 
lose all that I held dear, I would go for', 
ward.

my parents what I had done, and now 
that I muat go without tboir coneoutif 
they would not grant it, and to my Bur-, 
prise, without any hesitation it was, 
given, 

I entered the Training Home on their 
itbof July, 1BBM, and shall aw praisa V 
the Lord fox the precious hours spent 1 
there, and tha many lessons learnt. My 
first station was 

Colchester, 
as Lieutenant, sod I look baok upon the 1 
four months spent in that town as 
amongst my heTgntestt many baring been 
turned frem the power of Batan unto 
God. I was next ordered to take charge 

Bishop Stortford, 
and here indeed I bad an experience of 
real warfare, but while outwardly the 
powers of darkness seemed to havtf 
possession, night after night sinners weptf 
their way to Culvary. At Wisbech, 
Woodbndge. and. Liverpool, the Lord 
also blest and used me. My last station 
in England was Salford, where after two 
montbB fighting orders came for Canada, 
and. with ten othora I sailed on the '2'Jth 
cf Januarj, 3685.
